Lathe Added To 


Shop Equipment 


Santa Ana College has recently 
added to its machine shop equip- 
menta Le Blond, heavy duty 


lathe, purchased through the State § 


Department of Surplus, for a 
fraction of its value. 

The lathe, price tagged at 
$8,743 when new, was purchased 
for $200, with all attachments in- 
tact. Machine Shop Instructor 
Glen Larsen estimates that “at 
least thirty years of useful ser- 
vice is left in the lathe.” 

Unloading the 3-ton machine 
from the truck proved to be a 
problem until SAC Custodian Wil- 
liam O. Wisslead suggested using 
the shop grease rack. 

The truck was backed up to the 
grease rack, which had been raised 
to the level of the truck bed, and 
strengthened with large jacks for 
additional security. With the use 
of rollers, plenty of grease, and 
student help, the lathe was moved 
onto the grease rack, lowered to 
the ground, and installed in the 
shop; the whole operation taking 
a little more than two hours. 

Larsen said that “The lathe 
was needed to increase facilities 
for teaching the large machine 
shop classes, which have been 
crowded over capacity for the 
past three semesters.”
